Adoption— Amendments to Act Relating to. 

A!f Act to Amend Chapter Two, of the Compiled Laws of Wyoming, being an 

Act Belatlng to Adoption. 

Be it enacted by the Onmcil and House, of Hepresentatives of 
the Territory of Wyoming: 

Skction 1. That chapter two of the compiled laws of Abandonment 
Wyoming, be amended Dy adding to section nine of said®'*^^"^'^'^- 
chapter the following: In any case of parents abandon- 
ing their children without providing for their support 
and education, the county commissioners shall have the 
same authority to act as in case of the parents' death. 
Provided^ That if the residence of the parents is known, 
the county commissioners shall notify them to take away Duty of corn- 
er provide for their children, and if the parents do not"^*°°®"* 
claim such children within three months after such notice 
is ^ven, the county commissioners shall have authority 
to provide for the children's adoption as in case of the 
parents' death, or to bind them out to suitable persons »• • 

under a written agreement for a certain number of years, 
a copy of such agreement to be approved, and filed with 
the probate judge of the county. 

Ssc. 2. Parents and relatives may reclaim their chil-parentimav 
dren after such action has been taken, by appearing before i«cia1m. 
the judge of probate of the county and giving him satis- 
factory evidence of their ability, or bond for the support 
of such children in the future, and by paying into the 
county treasury the amount of expenses incurred by the 
county in caring for them, and by paying to the parties 
having adopted or taken them in charge, a reasonable 
compensation for their support while in charge of such 
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parties; Prmdedf That such reclamation ehall be made 
with the coneent of the parties having adopted or taken 
them in charge, and not otherwise. 
tihiiritrijTrrtTrr, S>o. 8. Any person having the natural or lawful 
W^f^' charge of any minor child under the age of sixteen years, 
who shall wilfully abandon such child, so that such child 
becomes a charge upon the county, wherein such aban- 
donment took place, shall be deemed guilty of % mis- 
demeanor, and, upon conviction, be fined m anjr sum 
not exceeding one nundred dollars, or imprisoned in the 
county jail for a period of time sufficient to pay such fine, 
at tiie rate of one dollar per day, should sucli fine not be 

watk laenma. ggc. 4. If any person m any county in this Territory, 
having the natural or legal charge of any such child, 
shall abandon such child, so that such child shall become 
a charge upon the county wherein such abandonment 
gjffi^g^^^^* took place, the person so abandoning such child shall be 
toih <»MM. KabLe to a dvil action by attachment without undertaking, 
by the board of countv commissioners, for all expenses 
that may be, or have been incurred by such county in 
consequence of such abandonment The affidavit for 
attachment and petition in the district court, or sum- 
monSt if the action is in a court of a justice of the peace, 
shall allege tjbat the nerson so abandoning such minor 
child was a person able to support it, and if the proof 
shall show that the ability of such person was equal to 
that of any other person in the community with means 
no greater than of the person so abandoning such child, 
the allegation of abilitv to support such child shall be 
deeno^ proved; Provided^ That the defendant in such 
acticm may give in evidence sickness or other cause tend- 
ing to lessen his or her ability to support such child.

And the Territorial auditor shall in no case draw 
warrants on the Territorial treasurer except on accounts 
itemized and with each item dated, showing the particu- 
lar time each item was furnished or service rendered and 
verified by affidavit as aforesaid, except as herein 
provided.

Whereas, Augustus L. Bartlett, the oflScial steno- 
grapher of W'yoming Territory, departed this life on the 
18th day of November, A. D. 1879, havinjgjprovided a 
competent substitute to perform, and who since said date 
has been and now is performing the duties of said office, 
and. 

Whereas, justice requires that compensation should be 
made for such services, therefore. 

Be it etiacted by the Council and House of Representatives of 
the Territory of Wyoming:

Assessment of Railway and Telegraph Lines. 

Ax Acf In retatton to tho AMenment of JtAttwayt sod TelegiA|»li U»m> 

Be ii enacUd py the Council and Mouse of Bepreseniatives 
of the Territory of Wyoming. 

Sicnov. 1. The president, secretary, superintendent, j^^i^ ^ ^^ 
or other prinoipal accounting officers of any railroad or ^ ^ g^g- 
telegraph company having property in this Territory, atmSmts. **'**'' 
the time of tjie assessment of every railroad and teleeraph 
company, whether incorporated by any law of this 
Territory or not, when any portion of tne property of 
8ud railroad or telenaph company is situated in more 
than one county^ shidl ast for assessment and taxation, 
verified by the oaih or affirmation of the person so listinff« 
all the following described proper^ belonging to sucn 
corporation witmn the Temtory, viz: Koadbed, super- 
stnieture, riffht of way, and all structures situated 
thereon^ roffin^ stock, side track, telegraph lines, 
fomiture and utures and personal property, belonging 
to such corporation. Such list shall contain: First — 
The number of miles of such railroad or telegraph line in 
the Territory of Wyoming, and the number of miles of 
the same in each organized county therein. Second — 
And such return shall be made to the auditor of the 
Territory on or before the first day of July annually. If 
the retam aforesaid be not received by said auditor by 
the third day of July, he shall thereupon proceed to^ 
obtain the fiicts and iiiformation aforesaid, in any manner 
that may appear most likely to secure the same correctly, 
Mid for that purpose may address a written communica- 
tion to the coxporation, or to some officer of the 
corporation who has ^iled or refused to make the return 
aforesaid. As soon as practicable after the auditor has 
raeeived said return, or procured the information required 
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to be set forth in said return, a meeting of the Territorial 
board of equalization, consisting of the governor, Terri- 
torial treasurer and auditor, shall be held at the office of 
said auditor, and the said board shall then value and 
assess the property of said corporation, for each mile of 
said road or line, the value of each mile to be determined 
by dividing the sum of the whole valuation by the num- 
ber of miles of said road or line. In making up such 
valuation or assessment the said board shall examine and 
consider the return herein required to be made or the 
information procured by the auditor in default of such 
return, together with such other reliable information 
relative thereto, as thev mav be able to procure; said 
board shall not assess, the value of any machine shop or 
repair shop, or other buildings, not situated on said right 
of way or grounds or other real estate of any corporation 
or company within this Territory, but it shall be the 
dutv of the assessor of the county, or district, in which 
said machine or repair shops, or other buildings, or 
grounds, or other real estate is situated, to assess the same 
and make return thereof, in the manner now provided for 
the assessment and return of real estate. On or before 
the first Monday of August, or so soon thereafter as the 
said board, or anv two thereof, shall have made and 
determined said valuation and assessment, the Territorial 
auditor shall certify to the county clerks of the seveiial 
counties in which property of the aforesaid corporation, 
or any part thereof, may be situated, the assessment per 
mile so made on the property of such corporation, speci- 
fying the number of miles and amount in each of such 
counties. The county commissioners shall thereupon 
divide and adjust the number of miles and the amounts 
falling within each precinct, township or school district, 
in their respective counties, and cause such amounts to 
be entered and placed on the lists of taxable property 
returned by the several assessors. The auditor shall 
certify whether a return was made to him by such corpo- 
ration, or proper officer thereof, or whether the informa- 
tion required in and by such returns was procured by 
himself, and in case the return was not made as required 
by this act, or being made, was not sworn to, it shall be

An Act to Provide for Elections, the Manner of Conduetlng^ the Sftme, and 

for Other Purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Council and Houac of Bepresentaiives of 
the Territory of Wyoming:

That hereafter there shall be held in the 
several voting precincts of this Territory, on the Tuesday 
next after the first Monday in November, eighteen hun-

Whbrbas, The sum of four dollars for members and 
six di)llars for the presiding officers, only, wer6 appro- 
priated at the session of congress; they therefore pray 
that a bill be passed providing for the deficiency, amount 
ing to the sum of three thousand three hundred and 
sixty (13,360.00) dollars. They also represent that by an 
act of congress tbe number of members of the council 
was reduced to twelve and of the house to twenty-four, 
and they represent that even numbers in each house may 
be an obstruction to legiplation and that the addition of 
one member to each houi?e or that the members of the 
council be made thirteen and of the house twenty-three, 
would be more practicable. 

They also represent that the pay of the members of the 
legislature is but on a par with the watchman and messen- 
ger, and suggest, thatasintelligenceiH, or should be, arequi- 
site of membership, that six dollars per day for services 
rendered, hy most of them away from home, and at great 
ixpense in an exf>ensive country, miffht secure more 
iMtelligent Ic^slation, thnn would the pay of a day 
lahnrer, and tliey also suggest thnt lav/, to l>e binding in 
a terriiorv, must be as intelli^rontlv drafted as the laws 
that i)ind the people of a state or of the United States.

To the Honorable ^ the Senate and House of jRtpreseniatices 
of the United States^ in Congress assembled. 

Yoar memorialists, the legislative assembly- of the 
MiitaJie"fe^s^ Territory of Wyoming, respectfully represent that the 
K*r*l Hi^fe pablic lands in Wyoming are lar^elv of a class nnsuited 

e n e e to the t ft ^- ^•■'•'•i ^ 

PQbii;iaud8into the saccessful proflccution of agriculture; bat are 
rtioS""* *'" peculiarly adapted to all pastoral purposes. In conse- 
quence of this fact, large portions of the Territory have 
already been occupied by persons engaged in stock 
raising in* its various branches in which bosincss a consid« 
erable amount of capital has been invested, yielding the 
most ample returns upon the investments. The very 
profitable nature of the stock raising bupiness is con* 
stantly adding new accessions of capital to that industry, 
so that in a brief period the entire territory will be 
occupied by those engaged in that pursuit. 
'. Your memorialists would further respectfully represent 
that the hiws of the [Jnited States, ii relation to the 
di>iposi:ioii of the public lands, are wholly unsuited to 
the requircMneiits of a country such as this, and need such 
reasonalile morliiication and aniundment as will adapt 
theni t'> the circiimstancer' which are peculiar to our 
locatiofi iind situation. 

Tlie arid character of the soil and climate in this region 
of country renders it indispensably necessary that all 
occupant^ of the public lands should liavo a legal right 
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of free access and approach to the water coursen of the 
country. 

The uplands and ^^divides" situate at a distance from 
the streams are covered ni ith a luxuriant growth of rich 
and nutritious grasses but are comparatively worthless 
for any of the purposes of use and occupation unless the 
occupants can obtain some legal right to pass over adja- 
cent lands to wa\er courses. 

The lands along the streams are being rapidly occupied . 
and inclosed under present laws, wheri'by all access 
thereto is prevented. All this results in giving to those 
vrho have been fortunate to obtain prior rights to the 
lands along the streams, a monopoly of the use of the 
uplands and ^^divides" without the necessitv of purchas- 
ing the same, anil prevents that complete occupation of 
the countrv which is essential to its best and most sue- 
cessful development. The present state of affairs retards 
thtf growth of the Territory by effectually excluding 
settlement from the larger part of the public domain and 
renders it impossible for the United States to make any 
disposition of the greater part of its lands in this 
Territory. 

The evil here adverted to, grows in magnitude in 
proportion as the lands adjacent to the water courses are 
occupied and enclosed under the present land policy of 
the government, and such occupancy and inclosure arc 
daily becoming more extensive, so that it is but n 
question of a very short time, if a prompt remedy be 
not afforded by congress, when the wnole Territory will 
be in the virtual possession and use of those few persons 
who have title to the small fractions of the land along 
the streams. 

Tour memorialists believe that congress, in its control 
over the public domain and the disposition thereof, has 
atnple power to provide a remedy for the grievance which 
thus grows under the operation of existing laws, and that 
this power ought now to be exercised before vested rights 
have accrued. 

"We believe that the water courses of the country ought 
to be so controlled by proper legislation that they can be 
made available for the common and equal benefit, so far

To the Honorable^ the Seriate and House of Representatives of 
the United States^ in Congress assembled : 

Your memorialists, the legislative assembly of the 
Territory of Wyoming, would respectfully represent that 
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Prayingooii.ji number of the citizens of the Territory of Wyoming, 
SirSe^'iettiers notably Tilford Kutch, Urbin P. Davidson, William 
•hoMiefem- Kvans, Jas. M. Rodgers, Robt. Espy, Jno. Parker and 
^^^ Enoch Doty did hold ranches and habitations in the 

valley of the Little Wind River, prior tp the aftsiarnraent 
of the same as a reservation to the Shoshone and Bannock 
Indians, and that said citizens valued the same and bad 
in good faith settled thereon to hold and use the same 
and had at gra^trisk of their lives improved said ranches 
by erecting houses and stables, constructing fences and 
extensive irrigating ditches and had ploughed up a great 
portion of the soil of said ranches and cultivated the same 
and bad at various times defended their property and 
lives against bands of warlike and hostile savages and 
have suffered the loss of numerous valuiible horses, mules 
and cattle, which have been driven away by bands of 
hostile Indians, that by the imposition of the aforesaid 
Indian rcbervation upon them, these citizens were 
expelled from these lands or compelled to desist from 
further improvements of the same and that their rights 
to remuneration for the improvements which they were 
thus compelled to abandon have been recognized by the 
congress of the United IStates but by reason of a failure 
to provide money to pa}^ for the same, their claims still 
exist. That the amounts of these several claims allowed

as above were lixed by the arbitrary decision of one per. 
son and he an accent of the United" States to the Shoshone 
and Bannock Indians. Dr. James Irvine, and that such 
valuation was very much less than the actual cost ol 
making the improvements, thus inflicting great damage 
and pecuniary loss upon these settlers. That we, yeu 
memorialists, do request that congress do immediately 
provide for submitting the claims of these people to 
*'board of arbitration," of three persons, one chosen by 
congress, one by the majority of the citizens above men-
